Indiana’s Sales Tax Legality 
To Be Determined This Month

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — The 
fate of Indiana’s 4 per cent 
sales tax rests in part on a cen­ 
tury-old doctrine of legislative 
independence 
and 
a 
con­ 
stitutional requirement general­ 
ly considered outdated. 
They were the most promi­ 
nent poin.s raised Tuesday in a 
one-day trial on the con­ 
stitutionality of the tax. 
Marion Superior Court Judge 
Charles W. Applegate said he 
wil decide the case by the end 
of July after hearing final argu­ 
ments next Tuesday, 
The suit filed against the tax 
by the Taxpayers Lobby of In­ 
diana, Inc., revolves to a large 
degree around these two ques­ 
tions : 
—Can the legislature ignore 
the Constitution for its own con­ 
venience by not reading a bill 
in entirety before taking a final 
vote? 
—If not, should a court be 
able to check the accuracy of 
legislative journals, which show 
the Constitution was followed 
regardless of what actually 
transpired? 
There are potential problems 
with both questions. 
Former .Sen, John Van Ness, 
who retired last spring as Sen­ 
ate partía mentarían, reflected, 
on the issue Tuesday after 
watching Lt. Gov. Robert D. 
Orr testify for about 20 min­ 
utes. 
“There’s really no doubt that 
the Constitution was violated, 
but that particular section 
hasn’t 
been 
followed 
for 
years,” Van Ness said, “I’m 
sure when it was written, there 
was a good reason for requiring 
full reading. 
“But to do that now with the 
hundreds of bills that get to a 
final vote would encumber the 
legislature so much it would be 
unable to function.” 
Van Ness suggested the 1974 
General Assembly initiate a 
constitutional 
amendment 
eliminating the requirement of 
section-by-section reading.

rolled act doctrine, embedded 
in court cases dating back 
more than 100 years. It holds 
that the signature of the pre­ 
siding officer of the House or 
Senate is evidence the measure 
was duly passed. 
That also is the state’s ma or 
defense against the sales tax 
suit. 
Van Ness said to throw out 
the doctrine at this time could 
open every law passed in the 
last 50 years to judicial scruti­ 
ny. 
Indianapolis attorney Frank 
E. Spencer, who represents the 
taxpayer?

chaienged 
that statement. 
He said the court could sim­ 
ply apply the new standard 
only to the sales tax and future 
cases, much as the U.S. Su­ 
preme Court instituted its con­ 
troversial Miranda decision re­ 
quiring criminal suspects to be 
advised of their rights. 
Any law passed by the legis­ 
lature could be challenged on 
the same grounds—no full read­ 
ing before a final vote—but 
there are other points in the 
current case unique to the sales 
tax. 
The taxpayers lobby also is 
challenging workability of the 
food exemption, modeled after 
Kentucky’s system. 
The law exempted “food for 
h u m a n consumption”' pur­ 
chased in groceries and listed 
taxable and nontaxable cate­ 
gories. The State Revenue De­ 
partment amplified the list, ac­ 
tion which the suit charges was 
an unconstitutional delegation 
of legislative authority. 
Six members oí the tax­ 
payers lobby board of direc­ 
tors, including outspoken chair­

He testified his* stores carry 
between 8,000 and 10,000 differ­ 
ent products, but only “a few 
dozen items are a problem” in 
determining the taxable status. 
Asked his opinion of the new 
tax system, Bartels said, “It’s 
workable.” 
He actually supported Andre 
on one point—whether a stick 
of dried meat jerky sold as tax­ 
able confectionery should be 
nontaxable. Bartels said in his 
opinion that item would qualify 
as a meat product, exempt 
from the sales tax. 
Under cross examina lion by 
Spencer, Bartel? said he sought 
a ruling by 'the revenue depart­ 
ment on any item not clearly 
taxable or nontaxable. 
He also said other products, 
such as dried milk, were deter­ 
mined by him to be taxable or 
nontaxable.

Toll May Be 12 
In Blaze At 
Rooming House 
WORCESTER, Mass. (AP) — 
Three persons died and 22 were 
injured today when fire swept a 
five-story brick rooming house 
on Main Street, officials said. 
Nine persons remained unac­ 
counted for, firemen said, but a 
search of the structure was 
halted at 7 a.m. when an out­ 
side wal collapsed, injuring 
four firemen. 
Two of the dead were identi­ 
fied as Alexander II. Shemeth, 
60, and Walter Perkins, 53. Offi­ 
cials tentatively identified the 
third victim as Al Kathan, age 
unknown. 
Shemeth, who was missing 
both hand? from a previous ac­ 
cident, was found dead on the 
sidewalk outside the building. 
Perkins was found on the fifth 
floor while the fire was still in 
progress. The third body was 
found later in a third-floor 
apartment. 
Origin of the fire was un­ 
known, officials said, and at­ 
tempts to re-enter the building 
would not be made until build­ 
ing inspectors certified it was 
safe.Fifty-four persons were regis­ 
tered as residents of the build­ 
ing, according to owner Leo U. 
Angers of M ill bury. The struc­ 
ture consisted of both single 
rooms and small apartments.

nap Nixon’s foreign policy ad­ 
viser. 
He repeated testimony that to 
his knowledge and belief, Nixon 
did not know until this year of 
the Watergate involvement of 
political and official aides.

World War II Sub, With Great 
Record, Saved From Scrap Heap 
CHICAGO (AP) - The Sil- 
versides, a veteran World War 
II submarine credited with 
stoking 29 Japanese ships and 
damaging 15 more, will retire 
to a museum instead of a scrap 
heap. 
The Combined Great Lakes 
Naval Association has launched 
a Save Our Silversides cam­ 
paign aimed at restoring the 
rusty sub as a museum piece. 
The U.S. Navy turned the sub 
over Tuesday to the associ­ 
ation, a nonprofit organization, 
to dockside ceremonies. 
On hand for the ceremonies 
was the Silversides’ first war­ 
time skipper. Retired Rear 
Adm. Creed Caldwell Bur­ 
lingame, 68, of Mount Pleasant, 
S.C., commanded the vessel 
when it sailed out of San Fran­ 
cisco Bay on its maiden voyage 
in 1941. 
Burlingame called the Silver­ 
sides a “symbol of American 
integrity” and said it was fit­ 
ting she should “rest her weary 
bones here in Chicago, where 


she spent the better part of her 
life.” 
The association hopes to re­ 
store the sub to its World War 
II prime — which will cost an 
estimatel $300,000 — and do­ 
nate it to a marine museum, 
research center and youth 
training facility planned for the 
shore of Lake Michigan. 
The submarine, named after 
a small minnow used for bait in 
the Caribbean, won a Presiden­ 
tial Unit Citation and 12 battle 
stars during the war. 
It was probably most famous 
for the actions of Thomas 
Moore, a pharmacist’s mate. 
With a scalpel in one hand and 
a medical textbook in the other, 
Moore performed an appen­ 
dectomy on a fellow crewman 
while the sub was submerged 
not far from Tokyo. 
The operation was later fea­ 
tured in a movie, “Destination 
Tokyo,” starring Cary Grant. 
The Silversides was decom­ 
missioned on June 30, 1969, 
after serving since 1967 as a 
training sub at the Navy Ar­ 
mory at Chicago.

Larger crops also suggest 
that the United States may be 
Telephone Book 
Finally Found 
In Moscow! 
MOSCOW (AP) - The first 
city of world communism and 
metropolis of 7V6 million people 
really does have a telephone 
book, it was discovered Friday. 
The ministry of commu­ 
nications has insisted all along 
that a telephone book listing 
numbers of private Moscow 
citizens existed and that there 
was a copy at the Central Tele­ 
graph Office. 
But foreigners and nearly a l 
Russians have assumed the 
telephone bode was a mythical 
thing—like a good hand towel. 
The books are rarer than czars 
in th.e Soviet Union. 
The U.S. Embassy, which has 
people scouring stores daily to 
buy books, confessed it didn’t 
have a Moscow telephone book. 
“We’ve tried everything in­ 
cluding the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs.** said an embassy staff 
member. “But we have been 
singularly unsuccessful.” 
The telephone book Is sup­ 
posed to exist in four volumes 
with names listed, alphabetical­ 
ly. The first three volumes 
were spotted in a second-hand 
book store and purchased by 
The Associated Press for 16.40 
rubles—the official equivalent 
of $22.63. 
“Volume four hasn’t been is­ 
sued yet,” said the bookseller. 
The Union Press, which serves 
many booksellers in Moscow, 
said all four volumes as a set 
will be on sale “next week, 
enough to satisfy all the 
needs.” 
Of course, the “needs” per­ 
ceived by a bureaucratic organ­ 
ization and toe needs felt by 
people often are far apart. 
“Next week” in the Soviet Un­ 
ion may mean next month or 
next year. 
It is likely the telephone 
books go mainly to government 
agencies, such as the police, 
and to communications minis­ 
try post offices and telephone 
exchanges. 
Russians make out their own 
telephone lists in notebooks, but 
the wrong number is a city-wide 
plague. Strange voices are on 
the telephone half a dozen 
times a day demanding to 
speak to “Ivan Ivanovich” or 
the bookkeeping office of the 
“Red Flag Brickworks.”

Export restrictions were put 
on those products recently by 
the administration to assure 
enough for American livestock 
and poultry producers until new 
crops come in. 
Soaring export demand for 
wheat, corn and soybeans has 
helped boost feed costs here at 
home and has been mentioned 
as an important factor in retail 
food price increases. 
High feed prices are being 
blamed for the cutback by 
fanners on breeding stock for 
hogs and chickens, meaning 
that production of pork and 
poultry will be reduced soon. 
Processors and fanners also 
have blamed the Nixon price 
freeze for predicted shortages 
in some food supplies. 
Without substantial increases 
in grain and oilseed production 
this year, officials believe that 
American consumera would be 
headed for serious supermarket 
shortages by next winter and 
even sharper cutbacks in ex­ 
port shipments to foreign buy­ 
ers.The Agriculture Department 
says, however, that farmers 
fought off severe weather last 
spring and now plan to have 6 
per cent more acres of corn 
and 24 per cent more soybeans 
for harvest than in 1972. 
“This was a day that the op­ 
timist came out on top,” Don 
Paarlberg, USDA director of 
economics, said Tuesday. “If 
there ever was a need, for an 
abundant crop, this was it.” 
The report said that record 
crops of corn and soybeans are 
likely this year if favorable 
weather continues. A record 
wheat crop, 13 per cent larger 
than 1972, already is being har­ 
vested. 
Corn production could rise to 
nearly 5.9 billion bushels, a 
little less than Nixon planners 
had hoped bit in line with ex­ 
pected needs. 
Soybeans, many of them 
planted on land forsaken by 
corn growers because of severe 
spring weather, could exceed 
goals and total 1.59 billion bush­ 
els, a 24 per cent gain. 
Officials believe that the fig­ 
ures add up to enough to give 
cattle, hog, poultry and dairy 
producers an economic shot in 
the arm next fall through lower 
prices for feed. 
If that happens, according to 
plan, fanners will be encour­ 
aged to expand animal and 
poultry production and put 
more food on consumer tables.

Monday, is doing his best to 
play it cool. With a majority of 
26 in the 630-member House of 
Commons and two years to go 
before he has to call an elec­ 
tion, he is not likely to 'be1 driv­ 
en from office. But the morale 
of his followers i* sagging, and 
newspapers that usually sup­ 
port the Tories are accusing 
the government of inactivity. 
Heath was elected, in 197© on 
a promise to bring down prices 
“ at a stroke.” As things have 
turned out, prices have climbed 
21V4 per cent since then, in­ 
flation is running at nearly 10 
per cent a year and the value 
oi the pound in terms of other 
major European moneys has 
declined 18 per cent since the 
Smithsonian Agreement of De­ 
cember 1971. 
Heath Mames rocketing food 
prices on world shortages. Ma­ 
verick Tory Enoch Powell says 
they are due to a government 
policy of over spending and 
over inflating. The Laborites 
attribute them to Britain’s join­ 
ing 
the 
European 
Common 
Market, with its farm policy fa­ 
voring the French and West 
German farmers, and to gov- 
ernm ent m ism a n a gem, ent. 
Heath’s aides offer several 
reasons for his 
government’s 
failure so far to check inflation 
and strengthen the slowly sink­ 
ing pound.

farmers face

prospect of “tremendous” har­ 
vests of corn and soybeans this 
fall. 
The U.S. Department of Agri­ 
culture estimated Tuesday the 
state’s corn for grain acreage 
will total 5,360.000 acres, 10 per 
cent greater than 1972’s 5,050,- 
000 acres. Agriculture special­ 
ists at Purdue University said 
the increase stems from high 
prices and the government en­ 
couraging 
farmers 
to 
plant 
more corn. 
The USDA also estimated In­ 
diana's soybean harvest acre­ 
age at a record 4.270,000 acres. 
This is 16 per cent greater than 
last year’s 3.688,000 acres. 
The report did not give yield 
projections 
for corn or soy­ 
beans, but Purdue specialists 
said it 
was obvious Hoosier 
farmers would have a “tre­ 
mendous crop in September”. 
On the down side, they esti­ 
mate wheat production in In­ 
diana. will tumble 30 per cent 
below 1972. They said about 20 
per cent of the wheat has been 
harvested 
with 
an estimated 
yield of 40 bushels an acre or 
eight 'below the 1972 average. 
The excessively wet spring was 
blamed. 
One farmer said he com­ 
pleted his harvesting Saturday 
with 45 bushels an acre, 10 less 
than a year ago.

Cruelty to animals during this hot 
summer should receive attention. Mrs. 
Richard Waggoner, R. R. 7, has been 
very active 'in the Humane Society, and 
contributed a copy of their magazine 
which features a special report on ship­ 
ping animals by air. 
Animals in shipment are treated just 
like another piece of baggage. To an air­ 
line cargo handler, a special carrier box 
containing the cat or dog ... or mice ... 
or other animals is baggage and is put 
on a loading cart and loaded with suit­ 
cases, and mail sacks. There is often in­ 
adequate air supply or delays or cancel­ 
lation of flights, or the bumping of ani­ 
mals for other cargo. 
In most planes, the baggage compart­ 
ments are pressurized, but on most 
planes the air supply to baggage com­ 
partments is turned off during flight, 
and there is little or no temperature con­ 
trol. Fear of being enclosed in a small 
compartment is also a source of concern. 
The shock may be responsible for death. 
These are only things to consider when 
shipping by air, but all citizens in Rush- 
ville have seen a beloved pet tied in the 
yard with a rope too short to allow the 
dog to run. Sometimes all members of 
the family leave for work with their dog 
chained outside with no water or food. 
Neglect is common and is a source of 
cruelty. It is cruel to let your pet run the 
streets. Boys will often throw stones at 
dogs or otherwise tease them. Lessons in 
kindness can be taught at home and cer­ 
tainly should be applied to the care of 
pets. 
A senator in philosophizing on presi­ 
dents said that all presidents run the 
country keyed to their temperament and 
way of life.

It seems to me that “The 
New Dick Van Dyke Show” on 
CBS has been suffering from 
Felspar’s 
disease.

reeds is a miracle. 
The assignment for delivering 
that miracle was handed to 
“Doctor” 
Carl 
Reiner, 
who 
created the show as well as the 
original Dick Van Dyke show in 
the 1960s. 
“It looked like a terminal 
case,” Reiner admitted. “The 
ratings were low. Some of the 
shows were not working. I ad­ 
mit that because I think we are 
in the ballgame now. 
“It was probably the lowest- 
rated show that ever got a 
pickup for the next season by 
CBS. That’s a credit to Dick’s 
talent. He didn’t knock a home 
run, but he’s still a threat at 
the plate.” 
The show came close to can­ 
cellation, but not as close as 
the original series. That was 
saved only when producer Shel­ 
don Leonard flew to New York 
to make a last-minute plea. The 
series in the wings to take its 
place in the early 1960s was 
“Howie.”

Psychologist Studies Traffic Deaths 


MANSFIELD, Ohio (AP) — 
Dr. Vicki Cohen is 
an ex­ 
perimental psychologist who in­ 
vestigates traffic accidents. 
The dark-haired 26-year-old is 
a member of the accident in­ 
vestigation team of The High­ 
way Safety Foundation, a non­ 
profit organization based here. 
She is also professor at Califor­ 
nia State University, Hayward, 
teaching what she term s “ the 
whole schm ear” of beginning 
psychology. 
“ As a psychologist, I ’m in­ 
volved in classic definitions of 
group behavior, memory and so 
on. But closer to highway safe­ 
ty, I ’m studying the philosophy 
of man-machine engineering,” 
Dr. Cohen said. 
Tiny, wearing black-rimmed 
glasses and hoop earrings un­ 
der her short curly hair, Dr. 
Cohen might be a student her­ 
self. But she spends her time 
pursuing traffic accidents rath­ 
er than with books. 
“ We 'used to study all the 
things that affect muscle power 
— diet, nutrients, sleep. Now 
we’re interested in man’s con­ 
trol of the automobile as a ma­ 
chine, how he processes infor­ 
mation from the environment 
and uses it for better control. 
Dr. Cohen 'thinks man does a 
tremendous job of driving ev­ 
ery day in, what she calls a 
“ rotten” highway system. 
“ At the foundation, we deal 
in real life problems. The thing 
about deaths in automobile ac­ 
cidents is that they’re spaced. 
If, 
for 
example, 
Galveston, 
Tex., was wiped out overnight, 
we’d all be disturbed and ang­ 
ry. But we lose that many 
people in automobile accidents 
and no one cares or notices. 
“We have an automobile ac­ 
cident death almost every 10 
minutes. 
It’s 
horiffic,” 
she 
added. 
Dr. Cohen says we have the 
sam e options available in high­ 
way safety as in aircraft safe­ 
ty, but have so far failed to 
take advantage of them. She 
says poor visibility and bad use 
of signs makes driving more 
difficult. 
“ We’re limited in what we 
can do to improve the system. 
We must bring it up to match 
m an’s 
capabilities 
to 
make 
driving easier. There are sev­ 
eral philosophies of improve­ 
m ent,” Dr. Cohen added, “ and 


that’s where the accident inves­ 
tigators come in.” 
A traffic engineer, a mechan­ 
ic and a behavioral scientist 
are members of the team ready 
to go to the accident scene, 
along with a member of the 
state highway patrol, a photog­ 
rapher and a paramedic. 
“ At the foundation we have 
several police radios going all 
the time. When we hear a call 
involving serious injury acci­ 
dent and property damage, the 
team goes,” she added. 
They check for mechanical 
defects, problems with the acci­ 
dent environment such as poor 
lighting or had signs, and they 
talk to the people involved. The 
paramedical person can assess 
injuries and consult a medical 
computer bank, and look at the 
way 
the 
ambulance 
service 
cares for the injured persons. 
“ We do only 50 to 100 cases a 
year in detail. It leads us to 
some general hypotheses about 
the cause of accidents,” she 
said. 


In files containing more than 
1,800 accident cases, the foun­ 
dation 
checks 
and 
counter­ 
checks 
causes 
of 
accidents. 
They confirm that use of seat 
belts cuts deaths. They support 
advanced driving training, in­ 
cluding skid 
school, to help 
drivers keep up to date. They 
express 'Concern with trro rs in 
signals, speed controls or high­ 
way markings. 
Their research indicated that 
tire tread of one eighth, inch is 
the minimum safe depth, rath­ 
er than the federal standard o 
one sixteenth. Accidents caused 
by unsafe tires often occur, the 
foundation adds. Changes are 
being urged. 
Vision standards 
also need 
standardization 
across 
the 
country, Dr. Cohen added. Col­ 
or vision, depth perception and 
peripheral vision are often key 
factors in accients. 
“ We talked with people in the 
traffic courts, those involved in 
accidents 
and 
those 
who 
weren’t, but aU cited for some 
violation. On that basis and on 
the basis of vision testing, we 
found that poor eyesight was 
often a cause of accidents. 
The British-born psychologist 
says that some day highways 
will be completely automated, 
with man just an observer.

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - in­ 
diana lawmakers will try again 
to limit the amount of damages 
that may be collected from 
state or local government now 
that the old legal doctrine of 
sovereign immunity has been 
demolished by the courts. 
Failure could mean an end 
to many public services. 
The House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee, assigned by the Indiana 
Legislative Council to produce 
acceptable legislation, meets 
here Tuesday to study the draft 
of a proposed tort claims law. 
The 1973 Legislature did pass 
such a bill but It was changed 
greatly from its original form 
and Governor Bowen vetoed it 
When It finally reached his desk. 
A c c o r d i n g to Attorney 
General. Theodore L. Sendak, 
his staff currently is defending 
the state against $567 million 
in such damage claims, mainly 
for traffic accidents on public 
highways and injuries suffered 
In. parks and recreational areas. 
The Attorney General’s staff 
just lost a $700,000 damage case 
in Boone Superior Court and is 
expected to seek an appeal. 
Hie Boone Superior Court 
entered the judgment against 
the state and in favor of Doyle 
Lincoln 
Collier, 
who 
was 
paralyzed by a diving accident 
September 4, 1966 at Hulmán 
Beach in Richard Lieber State 
Park, near Cloverdale. 
Budget Dlirector Edison L. 
Thuma said that “You can’t 
lose a lot of cases like these 
and have 
a 
viable 
state 
government. 
“Obviously the state should 
pay 
when 
the 
state 
is 
negligent,” he added. But It is 
a terribly bad situation. We 
need some kind of tort claims 
act that is reasonable.” 
Thuma said he felt the $700,- 
900 judgment, believed the 
Mcoad largest personal injury 
Jury verdict handed down in 
Indiana, would spur the 1974 
Legislature to enact a good tort, 
or damages act. 
Thuma pointed out that in 
addition to suits against the 
state connected with highway 
and recreational services, suits 
.also have been brought against 
state officials in connection with 
injuries suffered by inmates* of 
penal institutions and alleging 
Inadequate treatment in 
a 


mental hospital. 
“If we are liable on too many 
of these, maybe Indiana cannot 
afford to have any programs,” 
Thuma said. He said that in 
the case of the Boone Superior 
Court judgment, the money 
would have to come from 
unappropriated general fund 
surplus if the decision is* upheld. 
H o u s e 
Speaker 
Kermit 
Burrous also said he is hopeful 
the House Judiciary Committee, 
beaded by Rep. John Donald­ 
son, R-Lebanon, can produce 
legislation that will put some 
limits 
on 
the 
amount 
of 
damages1 taxpayers would have 
to pay for negligence of its 
governmental functions. “We’ve 
got to have it,” he said. 
Substitute Needed 
Executive Director Anthony E. 
Ard of the Indiana Legislative 
Council said “there has to be 
some subs' itute” for the old and 
admittedly unfair legal doctrine 
that held the government could 
not be sued without its per­ 
mission. He pointed out that no 
only state government but local 
officials 
are 
vulnerable 
to 
damage suits. 
The proposed bill prepared bv 
the Council staff for discussion 
Tuesday by the House Judiciary 
Committee would limit the 
liability of all governmental 
units for i single bodily injury 
or death to $300,000 and to $5 
million for one occurrence.

More than 4,500 feet up in an 
arid treeless part of the San 
Benito 
Mountains, 
in. 'Central 
California 
an openface 
mine 
produces the rarest gem in the 
world: benitoite. 
If rarity set the price of gems 
rather than demand benitoite 
would probably be worth more 
than diamonds. 
Benitoite is a delicate corn­ 
flower blue crystal found only 
in the San Benito Mountains 
range north of here. 
The stone, currently mined 
by two Fresno men, was math­ 
ematically determined to exist 
long before it was found in na­ 
ture. Because of its solitary lo­ 
cation, it might have remained 
forever an equation if a pros­ 
pector searching for mercury 
near 
the 
San 
Benito 
River 
headwaters in the early 1900s 
hadn’t stumbled across the vein 
of white silica in which the 
brilliant blue stones are em­ 
bedded. 
At first the stones were be­ 
lieved to 
be 
sapphires, 
and 
many were sold as such. Final­ 
ly in 1907 a San Francisco jew­ 
eler ran a series of tests on the 


stones, and a new gem find was 
announced. 
The major disadvantage of a 
benitoite is its softness. Rated 
at only 6.5 on a hardness scale, 
compared to 10 for a. diamond, 
the fragile benitoite can be 
chipped or broken by an acci­ 
dental 
bump. 
This 
softness 
makes it a poor risk for mount­ 
ing in a ring. 
“But 
for 
any 
other 
use, 
where it won’t get bumped, it 
makes a beautiful jewel,” says 
William 
Forrest, one of the 
miners 
who 
pulls 
the 
blue 
stones from 'the earth. He and 
his 
partner, 
Elvis 
“Buzz” 
Gray, are patiently reworking 
the mine using a bulldozer to 
open the ground and then care­ 
fully blasting the stones out, 
Ever since its discovery 65 
years ago, the mine has been 
worked spasmodically by vari­ 
ous men,, none of whom made a 
fortune. 
Forrest and Gray, both ex­ 
pert gemologists, took over the 
lease about six years ago and 
spend only a part of their time 
there searching for the stones. 
“The stone is so rare that 
most people just don’t know 


about it, so there isn’t much de­ 
mand 
except 
as 
collector’s 
items,” 
Forrest 
said. 
“And 
even M there was a demand the 
quantity just isn’t there to an­ 
swer it.” 
The fire and dispersion of 
benitoite is very close to that of 
a 
diamond, 
masked 
only 
slightly by the blue color. 


The largest stone ever facet­ 
ed weighed slightly over nine 
carats, Most others are less 
than one carat, with two carats 
or over considered very rare, 
Forest estimated that a good 
one-carat stone would sell for 
around $200.

But the preliminary results 
for June show the Navy gained 
only 8.357 volunteers, or 59 per 
cent of its 14,200-man goal for 
the month. 
A Navy Recruiting Command, 
spokesman said "the Navy is 
being very selective in main­ 
taining our high quality and we 
sacrificed numbers to get quali­ 
ty.” 
However, the other services 
also claim they are con­ 
centrating on quality in their 
recruits. 
The Army enlisted 15.019 new 
men in June, about 1,500 fewer 
than its goal. 
And once again a .special 82,- 
500 enlistment bonus failed to 
lure enough young men into the 
Army’s combat arms—the in­ 
fantry, artillery and armor. A 
total of 2,310 men signed up for 
the bonus in. return, for a four- 
year enlistment in combat jobs. 
This was nearly 700 below the 
quota. 
The combat arms have been 
the Army’s most difficult prob­ 
lem in moving into an all-volun­ 
teer force. 
The Pentagon ran out of au­ 
thority to offer special combat 
arms bonuses at the end of 
June and has asked Congress to 
renew that authority. But it is 
likely that recruiters will be 
without the bonus as an entice­ 
ment for most of these impor­ 
tant summer months,
